INTRODUCTION 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Education  Committee 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  Form  6M  issued  by  the 
Medical  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Education: — 

“As  in  recent  years,  the  Minister  does  not  require  the 
submission  of  full  reports  by  the  School  Medical  Officer, 
but  she  would  be  glad  to  receive  a brief  report  on  the  health 
and  well-being  of  pupils  during  1945,  and  on  any  special 
features  of  interest  in  the  working  of  the  School  Health 
Services. ’’ 

This  report  is  therefore  again  much  contracted  as  com- 
pared with  pre-war  years. 

On  1st  April,  1945,  under  the  Education  Act,  1944,  the 
School  Medical  Services  of  the  hitherto  autonomous  boroughs 
of  Crewe,  Hyde,  Stalybridge,  Dukinfield,  Macclesfield  and 
Congleton,  were  absorbed  into  the  County  Scheme.  The  ser- 
vices operating  in  each  of  these  areas  were  carefully  inspected 
before  this  date,  and  the  transfer  took  place  in  a most  co- 
operative manner.  The  School  Medical  Officers  already 
working  in  the  Boroughs,  most  of  them  being  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  in  addition,  were  appointed  Divisional  School  Medi- 
cal Officers  and  continued  performing  the  same  duties  as 
before,  although  special  cases,  e.g.,  those  requiring  hospital 
attention  or  education  in  special  schools  for  deaf,  blind, 
educationally  sub-normal  and  otherwise  handicapped  children, 
came  to  be  dealt  with  through  the  central  office. 
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The  guiding  principle  adopted  has  been  to  secure 
uniformity,  by  extending  all  county  services  to  the  previously 
autonomous  boroughs,  and  using  the  services  of  these 
boroughs  in  the  surrounding  county  areas. 

1 would  draw  your  special  attention  to  the  opening  of 
Marton  Camp,  reference  to  which  is  made  in  a later  section  of 
this  report. 

I should  like  again  to  acknowledge  the  ready  co-operation 
which  has  been  on  all  occasions  afforded  to  me  by  the  Director 
of  Education  and  the  members  of  his  staff.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

FOR  1945 


General 

The  Administrative  County  of  Cheshire  comprises  43 
County  Districts,  namely  9 Municipal  Boroughs,  24  Urban 
Districts  and  10  Rural  Districts. 

As  from  1-4-45  the  Education  Committee  became  the 
Local  Education  Authority  for  the  whole  Administrative 
County  including  the  6 previously  autonomous  Municipal 
Boroughs,  namely  Congleton,  Crewe,  Dukinfield,  Hyde,  Mac- 
clesfield and  Stalybridge. 

The  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  at 
mid- 1945,  for  the  area  including  these  Boroughs,  was  733,370. 

The  total  number  of  Schools  in  the  educational  area  at 
31-3-45,  with  their  enrolments,  was  as  follows: —

During  the  year  1945  temporary  class-room  accommoda- 
tion was  executed  by  the  Ministry  of  Works;  no  major  jobs 
were  completed.  Canteen  accommodation  and  wash-up 
facilities  were  provided  to  many  schools. 


The  School  Health  Service  in  War-Time,  1945 

During  the  year  1945  the  School  Health  Service  was 
again  carried  on  with  a shortage  of  medical  and  dental  staff. 
By  continued  adoption  of  the  procedure  recommended  by  the 
Ministry-  of  Education,  whereby  routine  inspections  are  carried 
out  only  of  entrants,  almost  all  the  schools  in  the  County  were 
visited.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  ensuing  year  it  will  again  be 
possible  to  revert  to  the  practice  of  performing  routine  in- 
spections of  three  age  groups. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  only  43  children  evacuated  to 
Cheshire  still  remained  in  the  Count}';  of  these,  27  were  the 
remnant  of  the  children  received  at  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
All  children  evacuated  from  Cheshire  had  returned  to  their 
homes  in  the  County. 

Marton  Camp,  providing  for  the  reception  of  240  pupils 
between  the  ages  of  9 and  14,  was  opened  on  1st  October, 
1945.  This  Camp  is  rented  from  the  National  Camps  Cor- 
poration, who  supply  board,  lodging,  and  domestic  services 
for  pupils,  the  County  Council  providing  teachers  and  nursing 
staff.  The  children  who  attend  are  all  selected  by  the  School 
Medical  Staff  as  being  delicate  or  under-nourished,  and  most 
gratifying  effects  have  been  obtained  in  their  weight  and 
physical  well-being.  The  children  normally  remain  for  one 
term,  but  may  return  for  a further  term  if  the  Medical  Officer 
attending  the.  Camp  considers  this  necessary  to  secure  full 
benefit. 

Anotner  useful  addition  to  the  School  Health  Service 
was  the  provision  of  an  orthodontic  scheme  by  arrangement 
with  the  Dental  Hospitals  at  Manchester  and  Liverpool. 

Co-oi  dination  in  an  essential  Welfare  Serv'ice  has  been 
secured  by  arranging  for  inspection  by  the  Health  Visitors  of 
the  homes  of  persons  wishing  to  act  as  foster-parents  to 
children  boarded  out  by  the  Education  Authority  under  the 
Children  and  Young  Persons  Act.  The  number  of  persons 
^PPv^ng  for  approval  as  foster-mothers  during  the  year  was 
145,  and  of  this  number,  91  were  considered  suitable. 
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The  number  of  school  children  receiving  milk  and  school 
meals  again  shewed  marked  progress,  as  will  be  seen  from 
the  following  figures: —

Fifteen  schools  were  closed  by  the  Chief  School  Medical 
Officer  in  1945  on  account  of  infectious  disease  as  compared 
with  9 in  1944. 

The  School  Dental  Service  in  War-Time,  1945 

.Mr.  H.  R.  Parry,  Senior  Dental  Surgeon,  reports: — 

On  1st  April,  in  accordance  with  the  Education  Act,  1944, 
six  more  Cheshire  Municipal  Boroughs,  with  over  18,000 
school  children,  came  under  the  authority  of  the  Cheshire 
Education  Committee;  these  I will  refer  to  as  “A.  authority.” 

To  carry  out  the  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment  of 
these  children,  1 part-time  and  4 full-time  Dental  Surgeons 
were  transferred,  together  with  8 well-equipped  clinics.  The 
organisation  and  work  carried  out  at  these  clinics  was,  on 
the  whole,  satisfactory. 

• One  area,  as  a result  of  the  war,  was  understaffed,  and 
the  system  of  charting  and  clerical  work  differed  very  con- 
siderably in  each  authority.  To  carry  out  a successful  School 
Dental  Service  it  is  essential  that  all  clerical  work  should  be 
standardised,  to  facilitate  the  keeping  of  records  and  inter- 
change of  dentists  from  one  area  to  another  in  case  of  illness 
or  emergency.  This  has  not  yet  been  attempted,  as  the 
Ministry  of  Health  are  introducing  a new  chart  which  will 
reorganise  and  standardise  the  Dental  Work  over  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales.  We  have  therefore,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  asked  the  dentists  in  ‘‘A.  authority”  to  carry  on, 
as  in  the  past,  until  the  new  scheme  is  put  into  force. 

With  regard  to  the  areas  which  have  always  been  under 
the  C.C.C.,  and  which  I will  refer  to  as  ‘‘B.  authority,”  con- 
sisting roughly  of  65,000  school  children,  the  number  of 
Dental  Surgeons  obtainable,  i.e.,  the  equivalent  of  10^,  as 
a result  of  the  war  has  been  most  inadequate,  and  great  diffi- 
culties have  arisen  in  finding  rooms  in  which  to  carry  out  the 
treatment,  so  many  spare  rooms  having  been  taken  over  for 
school  meals. 
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The  normal  routine  Inspection  and  Treatment  has  been 
earned  out  by  both  authorities,  and  with  a few  exceptions  in 
“B.  authority,”  all  schools  have  been  treated  during  the  year. 
In  ‘A.  authority,”  where  each  Dentist  had  roughly  5,000 
children,  the  majority  of  the  work  required  by  those  children 
who  accepted  treatment  was  carried  out.  In  ”B.  authority,” 
where  each  Dentist  had  roughly  7,000  children,  complete 
treatment  was  of  course  impossible,  and  the  Dental  Officers 
had  to  use  their  discretion  as  to  how  much  conservative  work 
could  be  attempted,  after  putting  into  a sterile  condition  the 
mouths  of  all  children  treated. 

Under  existing  conditions,  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
work  carried  out  by  both  authorities  was  very  satisfactory, 
and,  as  little  time  could  be  spared  for  propaganda  work,  the 
percentage  of  children  accepting  treatment  (“A.  authority” 
77%,  and  ‘‘B.  authority”78%)  was  highly  satisfactory. 

In  spite  of  the  many  duties  now  required  of  Headteachers, 
the  help  and  co-operation  shewn  by  practically  all  were  more 
than  could  have  been  hoped  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Dental 
Staff  I should  like  to  thank  them  and  say  how  much  we 
appreciate  their  generosity  and  what  a great  help  they  are  to 
us  in  our  work.

PATIENTS  AGED  5—16  RECEIVING  IN-PATIENT  TREATMENT  DURING  1945. 
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Physical  Training 

The  Director  of  Education  reports  as  follows: — 

During  the  past  year  teachers  have  continued  their  efforts 
to  maintain  a satisfactory  standard  in  physical  training  in 
spite  of  the  limited  facilities  which  still  obtain,  especially  in 
tne  supply  of  games  equipment  and  rubber  soled  shoes. 
Throughout  the  war  the  Authority  has  issued  a small  supply 
of  plimsolls  each  year  to  schools  equipped  with  full  range  or 
with  portable  gymnastic  apparatus,  but  the  work  in  other 
schools  has  been  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  suitable  foot- 
wear. The  performance  of  agility  exercises,  and  jumping  in 
particular,  has  been  difficult.  However,  rubber  soled  shoes 
can  now  be  obtained  in  the  shops  in  some  areas,  and  owing 
to  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
parents,  a number  of  pupils  have  equipped  themselves  with 
suitable  shoes  for  physical  training  lessons.  In  some  schools, 
the  pupils  have  discarded  their  ordinary  footwear  and  worked 
barefooted  in  the  school  hall.  This  is  excellent,  but  can  be 
allowed  only  where  the  floor  surface  is  free  from  splinters. 
The  surface  of  the  playgrounds  in  many  non-provided  schools 
is  unsuitable  for  outdoor  lessons,  especially  during  winter 
months,  and  in  these  schools  teachers  might,  with  advantage, 
make  more  use  of  indoor  accommodation.  Good,  purposeful 
work  in  the  classroom,  taken  regularly,  can  be  of  great  value. 

Since  the  end  of  the  war  there  has  been  an  ever  increas- 
ing number  of  men  teachers  returning  from  service  with  H.M. 
Forces,  and  it  is  now  possible  to  develop  more  fully  the  scope 
of  the  work  in  the  boys’  classes.  Many  of  these  classes  have 
been  limited  in  their  activities  during  the  war  years  owing  to 
the  absence  of  men  specialist  teachers,  but  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  older  men,  and  a number  of  women  teachers,  boys’ 
physical  training  activities  have  been  carried  out  regularly 
and  systematically  in  spite  of  staffing  difficulties. 

The  supply  of  games  equipment  is  still  very  limited  and 
its  quality  is  not  of  the  best.  Rubber  balls  have  been  un- 
obtainable and,  especially  for  the  individual  work  in  Primar}’ 
Schools,  the  lack  of  this  type  of  equipment  has  been  a 
handicap.  Small  supplies  of  games  equipment  have  been 
available  however  and  schools  have  been  able  to  carry  out 
their  activities  with  a minimum  supply. 

The  shortage  of  suitable  clothing  for  physical  training 
lessons,  especially  for  boys,  has  been  very  noticeable,  but 
successful  efforts  have  been  made  recently  to  encourage  boy? 
to  provide  themselves  with  suitable  shorts  for  gymnastic 
work. 
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Organised  Games 

A marked  improvement  has  been  shown  in  the  perform- 
ance of  and  attitude  towards  games  in  the  Primary  Schools. 
Many  classes  are  playing  the  simpler  major  games  with  skill 
and  enthusiasm,  which  should  do  much  tow'ards  laying 
a foundation  for  the  national  major  games  played  in 
the  Secondary  Schools.  The  Modern  Secondary  Schools 
might,  as  a rule,  do  more  to  make  games  a part  of 
the  life  of  the  school.  Very  frequently  the  game  is 
taken  too  much  as  a lesson.  It  is  felt  that,  in  the 
time  devoted  to  organised  games,  the  game  should  be 
played  and  coaching  given;  but,  above  all,  the  spirit  and 
enjoyment  of  the  game  should  be  preser\^ed.  With  the 
relaxation  of  war-time  restrictions  regarding  transport  it  is 
hoped  that  inter-school  matches  will  be  arranged.  This 
should  do  much  in  re-establishing  a purposeful  spirit  in 
secondar}^  school  games. 

It  is  felt  that  more  time  should  be  devoted  regularly  to 
the  coaching  of  athletics  and  school  sports  events  during  or- 
ganised games  periods,  especially  for  senior  pupils.  Now  that 
the  war  is  over  it  should  be  possible  to  revive  school  sports 
and,  in  addition,  district  and  inter-district  sports  meetings  and 
swimming  galas,  etc.  Such  meetings  create  a great  interest 
in  the  various  activities  and  are  well  w'orth  wTile.  The  proper 
coaching  of  the  fundamentals  of  major  games  and  athletics 
in  the  Primary  Schools  is  of  great  importance,  and  the  older 
boys  should,  w’here  possible,  receive  instruction  from  men 
teachers,  but  these  are  not  available  in  all  Primary  Schools. 


Swimming 

The  attendance  of  classes  of  pupils  at  various  swimming 
baths  has  been  severely  curtailed  owing  to  the  embargo  on 
the  use  of  transport,  and  only  schools  within  easy  reach  of 
a swimming  bath  have  been  able  to  continue  their  swimming 
instruction.  This  embargo  has  now'  been  lifted,  and  in  future 
seasons  it  will  be  possible  to  arrange  for  swimming  instruction 
to  be  given  in  those  schools  in  which  it  has  been  in  abeyance 
for  several  years.  It  is  anticipated  that,  in  future,  a fuller 
use  of  transport  will  be  made  than  w'as  the  case  before  the 
war,  so  that  swimming  and  life  saving  instruction  may  be  given 
in  more  of  those  schools  which  have  no  local  facilities.  More 
teachers  will  be  called  upon  to  give  instruction,  and  in  cases 
in  wiiich  schools  are  unable  to  provide  suitable  instructors 
from  the  members  of  the  staff,  professional  instructors  may 
be  employed. 


During  the  past  season,  swimming  instruction  was 
arranged  in  53  of  the  Authority’s  schools,  excluding  Grammar 
Schools  and  schools  in  the  recently  acquired  “Part  IIP’ 
Authorities,  whose  swimming  instruction  will,  in  future,  be 
made  the  direct  control  of  the  Authority.  In  the  53  schools 
referred  to,  2,579  boys  and  2,674  girls  received  instruction  at 
a swimming  bath  and  as  a result  of  the  season’s  work,  1,604 
pupils  learnt  to  swim,  and  411  1st  Grade  and  1,156  2nd  Grade 
Certificates  were  awarded  during  the  season.  In  addition, 
the  following  awards  were  gained  as  a result  of  examinations 
carried  out  by  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society — Elementary 
Certificates  86;  Proficiency  Certificates  75;  Bronze  Medallions 
52,  and  Hon.  Instructors’  Certificates  6.  With  a further 
development  of  swimming  instruction,  especially  in  the 
Secondary  and  Grammar  Schools,  it  is  hoped  that  more  pupils 
will  be  encouraged  to  obtain  the  awards  of  this  Society. 

Teachers’  Classes 

Classes  for  teachers  were  conducted  by  the  Authority’s 
organisers  in  three  of  the  Boroughs  which  have  recently  been 
included  in  the  Authority’s  Adminstrative  Area.  The  work 
in  these  classes  was  based  on  the  Ministry’s  1933  Syllabus  of 
Physical  Training,  and  the  courses  consisted  of  demonstra- 
tions with  classes  of  infants  and  juniors,  followed  by  dis- 
cussions with  the  teachers.  The  excellent  attendance  at  each 
coume  was  an  indication  of  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  of 
the  teachers. 

General  Posture  and  Remedial  Work 

Pupils  suffering  from  serious  postural  defects  are  recom- 
mended by  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  special  treatment 
at  Orthopaedic  Clinics.  There  are  pupils,  however,  with 
slight  postural  defects  which  can  be  dealt  with  by  greater 
insistence  on  a good  standard  of  performance  of  the  corrective 
exercises  included  in  the  Physical  Training  Syllabus.  Atten- 
tion to  posture  should,  however,  not  be  restricted  to  the 
physical  training  lesson,  and  pupils  should  be  encouraged  to 
maintain  good  posture  at  all  times. 

Physical  Training  Staff. 

The  two  full-time  and  one  part-time  assistant  men 
organisers  have  now  been  returned  from  service  with  H.M. 
Forces,  all  having  held  important  posts  on  the  physical  train- 
ing staff  of  the  various  branches  of  the  Services.  The  inclu- 
sion of  the  former  Part  III  Authorities  in  the  County  Area 
has  increased  the  work  of  the  physical  training  staff,  but  the 
change  over  of  the  County  Training  College  from  a mixed  to 
a women’s  college  and  the  appointment  of  a full-time  woman 
lecturer  in  physical  training  has  enabled  the  former  men  and 
women  lecturers  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  work  in  the 
County  Schools.
